ANTIGO'S SCHUOL FIGHT. 


Our sister city, Antlgo Is stirred to 


the foundation over the election of a 
City Superintendent of Schools. In 
January, the teachers' committee of 
three reported against the re-election 
of tho present Superintendent and 
when the question came to a vote by 
the full School Hoard, there were six 
for and six against. Itallot after bal- 
lot, brought no material change and 
today the same conditions exist. In 
that city, the members of the board 
are elected In the respective wards 
the second Tuesday In July which 
will be July 1) this year. 


Of the six members of tho board 


whose terms of otllce do not expire 
four are for re-lection and two against. 
Of the six whose terms do expire, one 
In each of the six wards, tour are 
against and two arc for ro-election. 
Of course, there will bo no election of 
Superintendent until the election of 
members of the board by the people. 
The six members of the board who 
are against re-election—four whose 
terms expire and two who hold over, 
came out with a three and a half 
column art Iclc last week giving their 
r a ons. 1 h 5 following are some of 
th Irhtatcincnta: 


"We found on Investigation, that 


he was nervous, fretful and Irritable, 
constantly lecturing the pupils, giv- 
ing what they called "penny lectures" 
nearly every day. That by this he 
was accomplishing nothing so far as 
government was concerned. That ho 
would use corporal punishment In tho 
assembly room of tho high school In 
the presence of a largo number of pu- 
pils, and was constantly losing con- 
trol of the school and Ihe respect of 
the scholars. 
That certain stories 


were being circulated through the 
school, true or untrue, wo are unable 
to state, regarding his mental condi- 
tion and his personal .habits. 
We 


found on Investigation, that pupils 
were using disrespectful epithets to- 
ward him, not only In and about the 
school building and grounds, but at 
public gatherings and places wherever 
he might bo discussed by them. 


"So far as we were able to learn 


there was a general dislike for his 
methods. That he did not look after 
the young men, allowing them to 
gather at public resorts, Indulging In 
Injurious habltH and falling to proper- 
ly advise them and bring about Inllu- 
oiiccs tending to better their condi- 
tions. Some people claiming that, tho 
public functions that he seemed to 
make the* most of was the public 
dance after tho basket ball games, 
and wo must say that he, as manager 
of the athletic association permitted 
these basket ball dances to become so 
promiscuous that many complaints 
were made by parents and It was 
necessary for the board to request 
him to prohibit them altogether. 


"Another fault which we believe a 


serious one Is his lack of decision. He 
will make a rule, or decide upou a 
question, promise or deny the pupils 
certain thlngij and within a short 
lime If any pressure Is brought to 
bear, will change his position. He 
seems to have the faculty of agreeing 
with whoever happens to be talking 
with him. This attitude may do for 
a politician, but wo bellovo a school 
teacher should be conslderato and 
llrm. No one will detect quicker the 
lack of Ilrmness thatra child ami no 
one will take advantage of It quicker 
than a child. 


It Is our opinion that tho principal 


and superintendent of 
our school 


should bo a graduate of a reputable 
college, university, or at least have 
taken a full course In a normal school. 


These matters, together with many 


others we do not deem It necessary to 
publish, scorned to usscrlouH." 


Jt seemed too bad to sue a commu-

THE HAYWOOD TRIAL. 


In the Uaywood trial at Boise. Idaho, 


n ruling by the court materially limited 
tho showing of the defense as to tho 
alleged counter 
conspiracy by the 


mine owners, 


William F. Davis, who, according to 


Harry Orchard, was a leader In sever- 
al of tho mine crimes In Idaho, was 
put on tho stand by tho Ilnywood de- 
fense and 
denied 
Orchard's state- 


ments. His testimony was weakened 
somewhat by Senator Borah's severe 
cross-examination, 


Tho first direct testimony In tTio de- 


fense of William D. Haywood was 
chiefly directed toward showing that 
Harry Orchard, blaming Frank Stoun- 
rnberg for the loss of his Interest In 
the Hercules mine, had threatened to 
have revenge by killing him, and that 
the conduct of Orchard and K. C. Ster- 
ling, both before tho Independence 
explosion, when they wero frequently 
seen together, and afterwards, when 
Sterling called off the bloodhound that 
was following Orchard's trail, Justified 
the Inference that the mlno owners In- 
spired the crime. 


In an address that occupied two ses- 


sions of the district court nt Boise, 
Idaho, Clarence Darrow, of Chicago, 
outlined to the Jury the defense of 
William D. Haywood to tho charge 
that ho murdered former Gov. Stoun- 
1'iibcrg, In broad description. It Is to 
be n denial of every material count In 
the testimony of Orchard, with a show- 
ing that Orchard killed Stounonborg 
because of n private grudge borno by 
the loss of n rich share In tho great 
Hercules mine, and explanations of 
the Independent circumstances that 
tend to connect threo co-defendants 
with Orchard's life and operations.

distinct appreciation of the beautiful 
when ho pitched Ills Tudor castle on 
tho slope of the hills that encircle 
Dublin bay. 


Shown In by a neat-looking muld, 


your correspondent found himself In 
tho presence of Mr. Croker himself, 
standing with a formidable looking 
pipe In his mouth, In the grand hall of 
tho building, directing tho operations 
of two local workmen, who were en- 
gaged In what seemed to be the rather 
dllllcult task of making tho Hue of 
tho hall chimney work. It was n study 
In concentration. You might havo Im- 
agined thru nothing else existed at the 
moment, but the problem of that re- 
fractory flue. 


Mr. Croker gave a friendly nod. and 


then resumed his attitude of absorbed 
contemplation of the work, until tho 
crisis lu tlie opertJtloiiH had passed, 
when he turned round to his caller 
with an Inquiring gaze. On hearing

Is certainly exceptional In Ireland. It 
Is a noble pile, crowned with an Irish 
tower In the center and a beautifully 
chaste Italian portico running from 
the hall door on the west, round tho 
building to the south, and so to the 
gardens.

Here, too, 
aro some books, many of them relat- 
ing to American affairs, one by his 
friend, W. J. IJryan. 


And here, above all, aro largo pho- 


tographs of Mr. Croker's two dead 
sons. Ho shows tho pictures to you 
without any apparent emotion, be- 
cause ho Is a man who has mastered 
emotion. Presently, as you go through 
tho house, you will see, off tho largo 
aud handsome corridor upstairs, a 


changing Uio conversation, or rather 
tho entire center of Interest, he led 
tho way Into tho Japanese room. 


Mr. Croker Is n man who wants to 


get things dono promptly, nnj always 
goes right ahead. I wanted to linger 
over somo of tho beautiful things ho 
had brought to his beautiful house, 
but as wo passed through tho rooms 
ho was always most unconscionably 
marching on. Indeed, proud as ho Is 


very 
beautiful 
little 
oratory, 
the 


stained glnss windows of which ho has 
erected to tho memory of these two 
boys. 


Hall Is Beautiful. 


Tho grand hull, however, to which 


wo retired from tho study, is tho prin- 
cipal feature of tho house. It Is n 
largo apartment In dark mahogany, 
with an elaborately carved and mas- 
slvo old Irish mantol-ploco. Around are 


tables and writing material, chairs, 
etc., as In a sitting room, and on tho 
walls arc portraits In oils of Mr. 
Croker's favorite horses and photo- 
graphs of gome of their famous rela- 
tives. 
All the chief rooms of the 


house radlato off this central hall, In- 
cluding tho two I havo already named, 
and the dining-room and drawing- 
room. In fact, standing In tho grand 
hall you feel that you aro In touch 
with the whole house. For tho main 
stalrcnso rises out of this hall also 
and so brings you at once-to tho upper 
part of tho mansion. 


Tho staircase Is n noble one. six 


feet wide, also In carved dark mahog- 
any. At the top there Is a stained- 
glass window, with tho arias of tho 


panollod, tho panelling being filled /i 
with tapestry. The colling Is also In 
mahogany, 
elaborately carved 
and 


molded. 
There Is a beautiful side-, 


board In tho same material, designed 
by tho architect to harmonize with 
Its surroundings. Tho thing In this 
room, however, which Mr. Croker 
shows you with most Interest Is a 
quaint 
and 
oriental-looking 
bowl, 


which ho tolls you with -much satis- 
faction onco belonged, like tho old 
bod upstairs, to Daniel p'Connell.

Is u punch Jug. which would hold 
about a gallon of that Inspiring con- 
coction, which, according to a Cork 
poet, was accidentally discovered by 
St. Patrick; and Mr. Croker informs 
you, as ho looks at it affectionately, 


various branches of tho Croker fam- 
ily as given In Burke. 


On the left ot tho staircase, as you 


go up, there Is a fine piece of tapes, 
try, showing Glencalrno Itself, with 
gully-dressed women on tho lawn. 


Setting aside tho oratory and the 


lino corridor, there la nothing upstairs 
that Mr. Croker seems to bo anxious 
to show you, except an old-fashioned 
bod In one of tho rooms, which once, 
It appears, belonged to Daniel O'Con- 
ncll. 


Old and Quaint 
Engraving. 


After this substantial piece of do- 


mestic comfort, tho thing that seemed 
to excite Mr. Crokor's Interest most 
v/as an old and quaint engraving of n 
meeting of tho pugilists, Heenan and 
Mayors, hanging among other things 
of tho kind, In a passage leading to 
the billiard room. 


I mentioned the billiard room, Like 


the largo strong room, with the Cro- 
ker archives. It Is off Mr. Crokor's 
study, and Is a noblo apartment, con- 
taining two tables especially mado for 
Mr. Croker In tho United States. This 
room can bo entered not only from 
Mr. Croker's own room, but also from 
tho hall and again from the grounds; 
and, finally, there Is communication 
with the kitchen, to facilitate tho at- 
tendance of servants. The walls aro 
onk panelled, and decorated with oil 
paintings In chocolate tints, of many 
of tho chief streets and buildings of 
New 
York, Including Wall street, 


Tammany Hall, the post olllce, tho 
city hall. Central park, Fifty-ninth 
street, Fifth avenue and tho Demo- 
cratic club.

Tho bedrooms aro in the Adum 


style. Tho bathrooms, etc,, aro sump- 
tuously fitted,- and havo beautiful tiled 
walls and floors, and all tho bedrooms 
have their own supply of hot and cold 
water. 


Tho drawing room and dining room 


were tho two last apartments to 
which Mr. Croker conducted mo. Tho 
most striking adornment of the draw- 
Ing room Is a gigantic tiger rug-with 
tho head raised, tho Jaws open and 
the terrifying teeth fully displayed.

Not to Exist. 


'Anglo-Saxons are so prono to tako 


common-sense vlows of things that 
they" seldom realize tho full force of 
tho familiar saying that all men Iiavo 
some-form of madness In them, says 
Current Literature. Tho sound Infer- 
ence IB, as is potntcd out by Dr. G. II, 
SavaRC. tho eminent English alienist. 
In a recent Lancet paper, that perfect 
sanity would bo not only undesirable 
In Itself, but from a strictly scientific 
point, ot rlew, Impossible. For a per- 
fectly 'aano person—were such a thing 
thinkable—would bo dull and uninter- 
esting—a mediocrity, a nononlty. Tho 
point to seize, however, ns Dr. Savage 
impresses upon us, Is that there can 
bo no 'comprehensive Idea or defini- 
tion of Insanity, because tho thing 
does not really exist. -No scientist can 
set up any standard of rationality de- 
parture from which wojild comprise or 
denrfto Insanity. Ono can diagnose a 
case of typhoid because It Is a con- 
tlnutd fever characterized by a 
po- 


cullar course of tho temperature, by 
marked abdomliml symptoms, by an 
eruption upon tho skin. But there Is 
nothing In what gooa by the name of 
Insanity to further a diagnosis ns that 
term is understood by medical men 
generally. 


Perhaps, adds Dr. Savage, there lu 


no need to wonder at this, since many 
have to bo treated as lunatics whoso 
brains and nervous systems show no 
change whatovor from 
tho normal 


course of what la recognized as sanity. 
Unfortunately, tho Impulse to define 
and classify sometimes leads to misin- 
terpretation of 
i\ deplorable kind. 


Such, for example, is tho falso view, 
as Dr. Savage dooms It, that bvory per- 
son of unsound mind Is a lunatic. 
That, ho says, In a "pseudo-legal" ab- 
surdity. "Obviously there are many 
persona of unsound mind who are 
neither dangerous to themselves nor 
to others—why, therefore, regard thorn 
as aliens:" Tho trio dlfllculty, Insists 
this distinguished export, Is that tho 
disease insanity docs not exist.

OF THE BREADFRUIT TREE. 


Many Wayi In Which Thli Strange 


Tropical Plant IB Utilized. 


Tho breadfruit tree Is a native of 


southern Asia, the West Indies, tho 
South Pacific Islands and tho Indian 
archipelago. 
In appearance 
It 
re- 


sembles somewhat tho wild chestnut. 
It grows to tho height of -10 or CO foot 
and has dark groon loaves, many of 
them two feet In length, which are 
deeply divided into pointed lobes. 


Hidden among tho great loaves tho 


breadfruit grows. It Is nearly spher- 
ical, often weighs four or more pounds 
and has a thick, yellow rind. 
This 


fruit is tho chief food of tho South 
Sea Islanders. They seldom oat 
a 


meal without it. Tho eatable part lies 
between tho rind and tho core, and 
when fully rlpo is yellow and juicy. 
Tho fruit is bettor before It has fully 
matured, and the natives gather It 
while tho pulp Is white. 


Before It Is ready for table use It 


must bo roasted, when it looks llko 
wheat bread and is both palatable 
and nutritious. Usually tho fruit 13 


cut Into three or 
four, slices am? 


roasted or baked In an 'oven. 


Frequently tho people of a village 


join In making a huge oven, in whlct 
several hundred breadfruits may bt 
baked at ono time. Thus they are al 
supplied with bread without its cost 
ing any of them much labor. "Pro 
pared In this way tho bread will keen 
for weeks. The breadfruit Is In sea- 
son eight months of tho year. When 
tho season finally draws to a close 
tho last fruits aro gathered and mado 
Into n sour paste called "mahol." 
This paste will keep good for months 
and is mado into balls, wrapped 
In 


leaves and bakod, just ait neoiod. 


Bread is not tho only product of tho 


breadfruit tree. From It cement, cloth, 
Under and lumber aro also obtained. 
A glutinous, milky juice- oozes from the 
trunk of tho tree, which makes an ox^ 
cellent cement when boiled with co- 
coanut oil. 
From tho fibrous Innoi 


bark a kind of coarse cloth Is made, 
and tho big leaves make good towels. 
Tho lumber Is used for 
building 


houses and many other purposes. Be- 
sides all this, tho dried blossoms are 
used as Under when flres ara klndloJ,

The policy. Is to contain a schedule 
showing tho proportion of tho pro 
mlum that Is devoted to expenses, to 
mortality and to deposit. 
After the 


second policy year tho holder shall be 
entitled to borrow on tho policy a 
least 90 per cent, of tho deposit. In 
case of default In premium or Intcrcsi 
the policy can not bo terminated' untl 
all of tho deposit has been consumed 
A wife can not assign her Intcres 
except In writing, attested by two 
witnesses. 
Tho third bill provides 


that a company shall not devote more 
than oncniiird of the first year's nei 
premium to expenses. The fourth bll 
prohibits tho giving of bonuses, prizes 
rewards, or other extra compensatloi 
to agents. 
Tho sixth bill requires 


companies to ascertain and npporlloi 
deferred dividend surplus funds am 
report thereon to tho policy holders 
The seventh bill requires an annua 
apportionment and distribution of sur 
plus funds among tho participating 
policies,

The bill has already passed 
tho senate and now goes to the gov- 
ernor for his approval.

STATE AGENCY BILL VETOED. 
Tho bill which passed tho legisla- 


ture providing for a teachers' employ- 
ment bureau as reported In many pa- 
pers last week was later vetoed 
by tho Governor on tho ground that 
tho teachers of tho state are among 
tho most lntcll!g:nt class of citizens 
and aro ablo to take care of them- 
selves, and further, that every Coun- 
ty Superintendent and Normal School, 
as well as the University, IB already 
acting as such agency; that there Is 
no ground of publlcy upon which such 
a law can rest, and that the stato 
should not undertake tho business of 
securing employment for any class of 
citizens unless somo benollt recurs to 
the public by such an undertaking. 


Wo believe the Governor is right. 


There is no reason for establishing a 
stato agency when the various towns 
have great dlnlculty in securing teach- 
ers to 1111 the vacancies more. We 
fear teachers might secure positions 
through political preferment rather 
than merit. The following Is the bill:

passed a law creating a Wisconsin 
Stato Teachers' Agency which pro- 
vides that all public school teachers 
in the Stato by paying a membership 
fee of two dollars to tho Commission- 
or of Labor Si Industrial Statistics, 
may avail themselves of tho services 
of this Bureau In their elforts to se- 
cure positions In any of tho public 
schools of tho stato free from any 
other charges whatsoever.

UTILITIES BILL A LAW. 


The public utilities bill has all of 
he really Important features that wo 
hoped It would have, and It has been 
put through the two houses of the 
legislature by uuch big majorities as 
to show that there Is no real-question 
about the sentiment of the members. 


Tho best provision of tho law, next 


to that placing the utilities under tho 
control of our state railroad commis- 
sion, Is tho "Indeterminate permit" 
provision, which gives all utilities at 
present, operating under term fran- 
chises the privilege to exchange for 
Indeterminate permits, and go on 
doing business so long as they behave 
themselvs. 


Tho second best thing about the law 


Is tho provision for purchasing utili- 
ties at tho "Just compensation" with- 
out which no taking of private prop- 
erty for public use Is constitutional; 
and without which provision In the 
law, as we explained tho other clay, 
few If any of tho corporations operat- 
ing public utilities In tho state would 
have given up their definite, clear- 
mean;ng franchises for tho now Inde- 
terminate sort. 


when tho members of the leeglsla- 


turo came to ask each other what 
they understood by tho phrase "the 
then value" to mean, they found 
that everybody supposed It means 
tho samo as "Just compensation." So 
they concluded to say "just compen- 
sation", and have. 


Wo Iwllovo this law Is the greatest 


single piece of legislation ever enact- 
ed by any state legislature. There Is 
only one thing about It that wo 
would have different, so far as wo at 
present know; and that Is tho too 
great power left, with city councils. 
So far as control of terms under 
which a utility may do business, and 
tho naccsslty for asking tho council 
for anything, the law can hardly go 
too far In removing It. Tho council 
should have no authority, thocxcrclso 
of which Is not subject to review by 
the railroad commission.—Free Press.

T.'nltt-d States and aro but tho Initial 
step to tlio confiscation of tho croup 
of Islands by Japan when favorablo 
opportunity shall present Itsolf. 
On 


tho other handi If wo aro to tako 
Japan's word for It as expressed by 
her most prominent and 
Influential 


statesmen, Japan has no moro thought 
of gaining possession of this outpost 
of Columbia In tho Pacific than sho 
has of going still farther west and an- 
nexing California, a thing which some 
alarmists at San Francisco are trying 
to make themselves bellevo Is possi- 
ble. 


It la not only claimed that Japan Is 


encouraging hor people to settlo In 
Hawaii, but that she Is sending for- 
mer soldiers there who aro prepared 
to tako orders from representatives 
of their emperor In preparation for 
war. However much or little thoro 
may bo In all this talk, It in certain 
that Hawaii Is rapidly being Japanned.
